Chicago. Xov. 11. — Speaking at a 


banquet given by ihe Illinois Manufac- 
turers' association a strong plea for 
the adoption of reciprocal free trade 
in natural products between the Unit- 
ed States and Canada was made by 
John Charlton-member of the Cana- 
dian parliament for Xorth Xorfolk.

he retained by important trfriff conces- 
sions on the part of the United States.

The provisional government 
ha« sent a letter to General Reyes, 
which will reach him on his arrival at 
Savanllla, advising him that it is use- 
less for him to come to Panama, as 
his mission is a hopeless one.
